The Oly mpia was only the pioneer 
of the amusement resorts. 
As soon 
as the other impresarios saw 
the 
y ellow handbills of the enterprising 
Oly mpia manager, they turned green 
with envy and soon the streets of 
Vera Cruz were fairly avalanched 
with dodgers on paper of every 
p os s ­ 
ible color and most flamboy ant ty pe, 
advertising in the most amazing Eng­ 
lish entertainments 
of every 
dis- 
eription from moving pictures of the 
taking of Vera Cruz to fancy danc­ 
ing and bull fights. 
Vera Cruz is a “good show* town” 
in the parlance of Longaere Square. 
There are half a dozen theatres and 
innumerable moving picture 
show s 
The Vera Cruzans like to be amused. 
They like every thing ex cept work. 
There is not an hour in the day —ex ­ 
cept the 
inviolate 
“siesta” 
mIicu 
ther is not a band concert of some 
kind going on some M’here. 


The other day the U. S. Arkansas, 
flagship of the Rear Admiral Badger, 
commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
fleet was living a red Hag. Observers 
who saw the gory emblem did not 
know if the crew had mutinied or 
whether Emma Goldman 
M a s a visi­ 
tor aboard. A Hag officer finally set 
anx iety at rest by ex plaining that a 
warship Hies the red Hag w hen she is 
taking on oil and gasoline. 
The Hag 
means there must be no 
smoking 
aboard during the process. 
The or­ 
der is one of the strictest in the navy 
and applies to bridge, wardroom and 
galley . 
The Standard Oil tank 
Winifred 
stray ed into harbor and the flagship 
immediately 
ordered her 
alongside 
to supply gasoline for the numerous 
smallboats 
constantly 
ply ing 
between the flagship and the shore. 
The vast array of ships in the har­ 
bor have been busy every 
moment 
since they dropped 
anchor. 
First 
they coaled and then took on provi­ 
sions from the Celtic and now they 
are taking on oil and miscellaneous 
supplies. A dreadnought of the ty pe 
of the Arkansas burns up 25 tons of 
coal a day while at anchor. This is 
necessary to operate the water ser­ 
vice, lights, machinery for hoisting, 
etc.

there has been a fleet of small boats 
going ashore at six 
o'clock eacn 
morning from the warships, carry ­ 
ing the stewards.

“I wish we would get to go home 
before the new wears off tlii- war. 
We’d be heroes then and get SOME 
reception,” a. blue-jacket from the 
Elordia said today .

“From John Smith, Vera

now marking their mail to the States. 
When the llag was formally hoisted 
and saluted, the navy men became 
convinced that the United States had 
taken complete possession of this 
territory to hold for all 
time and 
they regarded Vera Cruz as United 
States ground. 
Some of the more 
enterprising of the boy s today were 
making inquiries as to how to buy 
land in Vera Cruz and secure title 
to it. 
They Mere informed that any 
realty deal in Vera 
Cruz

chaotic time Mould be a bit riskv. 


The Mex icans are very fond of 
music and they are used to listening 
to it all day long and half of the 
night, but they have not y et come to 
approve 
of the 
American marine 
bands which give concerts daily in 
tin Flaza and at the Terminal. The 
natives think the American music 
too loud and they do not care for 
ragtime. 
The navy hands play “Get 
Out and Get Under” so it can he 
heard a mile away . 
The Mex icans 
like grand 
opera 
play ed 
softly . 
According the past two day s native 
string bands have been going about 
the streets 
play ing in the 
cafes. 
They play such things as “La Polo- 
ma,” the sex tette from “Lucia” and 
the like. 
No matter how the listen­ 
ing Americans 
are 
enjoy ing 
the 
latest tango or 
max ix c rag in the 
Flaza, il a soft pedal native orches­ 
tra strikes up any where in the town, 
the Mex icans quickly vanish from 
the Portallos and gather where their 
own music is dispensed.
